An Impressive Meeting In Pro- 
test Against the Innsbruck 
Affair, 



Storm of Invectives are Hurled 
Against Austria by Aroused 
Populace. 



Embassy Saved From Attack 
Oidy by Prompt Action of 
Cavalry. 



Rome, Nov. 18. — -An impressive meet- 
ing to protest against the Innsbruck un- 
fair was held tonight at the Quirino the 
atre. The stage was decorated with the 
banners of Italian cities that nro still 
subject to Austria. Among the notable 
persons on the stage were Bjornatjern-! 
and his wife, whose appearance was 
greeted with tremendous applause. The 
meeting was opened by Prof. Sighcle, 
president of a club of former residents 
of Trent and Trieste now living ill 
Koine. He was followed by Deputj 
Uarhalia, a native of Trieste, and who 
represents one of the Koine constitu- 
encies Dtp.itj \:;:lnni < mservntivt. 
and Deputy Socei, Republican, □ vet- 
eran, who fought under Garilialdi 
against Austria, followed. All the 
speakers called upon the people of 
Homo to make a solemn and dignified 
protest, worthy of a civilized power, 
j:alous of their rights, against the kill- 
ing and maltreatment of fellow Italians, 
whose only offence was that they stood 
for their race in history, nationality and 
culture. 

Tho speeches were frequently inter- 
rupted with storms of applause mingled 
with invectives against Austria. An cu- 
ller of the day embodying the opinions 
expressed by the speakers was voted 
by acclamation and amidst cries of 
"Long live Italy" and "Garibaldi for- 
ever." After the meeting, the crowd, as 
if in obedience to the command, made 
a rush for the Austrian embassy and 
consulate situated in Piazza Colenna, 
in the centre of Koine, to make a demon- 
stration there. 

The incident had been anticipated by 
the authorities and precautions were 
taken accordingly. At all the streets 
opening into the plaza carbineers am: 
cavalry had been posted, and these halt- 
ed and turned back the mob from the 
vicinity of the embassy. 

In anticipation of tonight's meeting 
the Hags throughout the city today were 
hoisted at half-mast.

Blowout in the Main Tunnel of No. 1 Mine Asphyxi- 
ates All Hands at Work in Inside 
Except One Man.

Fenrie, Nov. IS.— A heavy blow-out of 
gas occurred in the main tunnel of No. 
1 mine, Morrissey mines, at noon today}, 
causing the death by asphyxiation of 13 
•men. Eight of these woro miners and 
the balance were timber men and drivers. 

One man escaped in safety. He had 
gone out ami was on his way to relight 



outside the mine. The gas overtook him 
near tho exit, und, running forward, ho 
fell outside, almost overcome. lie is 
still very ill. .' ' 

Those near the mouth of the pit heard 
a rumbling sound, and in a few minutes 
a volley of coal and dust burst from 
the pit mouth to a distance of fifty yards. 
All of those inside tho mine, with ono 
exception, were killed. 



The names of the English-speaking 
men among the dead are : P. Boyle, 
Pennsylvania; W. Piatt, England; P. 
Tennie, United States; J. Greeuman, 
England; Jenkins, Wales. 

The case of Jenkins is particularly 
sad, his wife and children having only 
arrived yesterday from tho Old Country. 

A similar accident occurred this month 
a year ago in the very same spot, and 
was attended by four fatalities. This 
was not an explosion, but a blow-out.

were two women, were taken off the 
burning vessel by tbe freight boat Bos- 
ton of the Kail River line shortly after 
one o'clock this morning and almost 
immediately afterwards there was a 
heavy explosion on the abandoned j 'M 
freighter, which apparently completed I tn 
the destruction made by the flames. Tks ' ea 
charred hull of the .Mohawk now lies 
on the inlet bar, west of Peconic and 
the vessel and cargo are a total loss.

London, Nov. IS.— King Charles and 
Queen Amelie of Portugal passed in pro- 
fession through the streets of Ixuidou 
today. As a pageant the royal progress 
through the lamjdit streets of the city 
could not be regarded even by the most 
enthusiastic as a success. An opaque 
fog, at some parts of the route so dense 
that it was impossible to see more than 
fifty yards ahead veiled the overhead 
decorations, and the troops lining tile 
route and escorting the sovereigns hid 
the bright uniforms under heavy great 
coats. Addresses were presented t* 
them by the local authorities at various 
points along the route. At the Guild- 
hall, where the procession ended, Lord 
Mayor Pound and the lady mayoress, in 
their corporation robes of office, await- 
ed the royal visitors. A procession wan 
formed and proceeded to the library, 
which was tilled with cabinet ministers, 
peers, members of the House of Com 
anons, ollleiuls nnd otllcers of b >th ser- 
vices, the Prince and Princess of Wa<es

Budapest, Hmigaria. Nov. IS. — The 
lower house of the Hungarian parlia- 
ment passed Premier Tisza's motion to 
allow afternoon sittings in addition to 
the morning sessions, with the object of 
overcoming obstruction and expediting 
business.

Chicago, .Nov. 18.— Pour persons were 
killed and a score of others were in- 
jured by a series of gas explosions that 
completely destroyed the plant of the 
Pylo Electric Headlight Company in 
South Chicago today. The shocks of 
the explosions were so severe that all 
the buddings near the demolished plant 
were badly damaged. Windows were 
shattered for blocks and persons walk- 
ing in the streets were thrown from 
their feet. 

Overhead pressure on tanks containing 
gas is believed to have caused the aeei 
dent. Many tpersons who were walking 
in the street near the plant were hurt 
by flying pieces of debris und were tak- 
en to their homes in carriages. Somo 
were buried under tons of burning tim- 
ber and were not found for hours after 
the accident. Firemen worked on tho 
iportiou of the building the dead were 
thought to be buried in until the flames 
were subdued sufficiently for them to 
be removed. 

The scene of the explosion is the old 
Hyde Park gas plant, which is now oc- 
cupied partly by the Pylo National Elec- 
tric Headlight Company, which is large- 
ly engaged in supplying illumination for 
railroad coaches. This illumiuant is 
forced into small retorts, which, when 
attached under the lloor of a car, will 
supply it with light for months. In 
order to make this possible the retorts 
are subjected to an extremely high pres- 
sure. | 

It was such a tank that caused the 
first explosion. Without warning of any 
kind it burst. Amid the debris workmen 
wire blown out of the structure farjnto 
the streets about the building. 

Before any one realized just what 
had happened, retort after retort explod- 
ed in such rapid succession that it was 
almost impossible to distinguished thft 
detonations. There were nine such ex- 
plosions in all, which left the plant in 
flumes. Hard fighting on the part of 
the fully a hundred firemen finally sub- 
dued the flames. The total loss is esti- 
mated at $75,000.

America is likely to profit, both directly 
and indirectly, from the execution of the 
large naval programme which Russia is 
uow elaborating. 

The vital importance ef the sea power 
has been Russia's bitterest lesson of tho 
war, aud the government is fully deter- 
mined that the maintenance of the em- 
pire's position in future as a first-class 
power will be impossible without an ade- 
quate navy. If the losses the Pacific 
lleet has already sustained should bo fol- 
lowed by disaster to Vice Admiral Ro- 
jestvensky's squadron, it will be neces- 
sary, not only to rebuild the navy, but 
<o increase its strength. 

While some of the contracts will bo 
placed abroad owing to the limited facili- 
ties of Russian yards (and it is expect- 
ed that at least one big ship will bo 
constructed in America), the admiralty's 
plans will be directed towards the ulti- 
mate divorce from dependence upon for- 
eign shipbuilders by the organization at 
home of vast shipbuilding, armor plato 
ordnance and kindred industries, For 
this purpose it is realized, however, that 
foreign buildings and specialties must 
be attracted and some alluring prospects 
are likely to present themselves. Two 
iBritish firms have already made ad- 
vances, but did not meet with a cordial 
reception. Tho disposition is to turn 
towards France, Germany and the, Umj^ 
ed States, and a great plant at Libau, 
or on the banks of the Neva, and pos- 
sibly an association with French and 
■German enterprise, is a possibility ot 
the near future. 

Among the Americans hero is j. E. 
."Wilson, who is trying to sell an inven- 
tion covering the manufacture of smoke- 
less .powder perfected by a Scotsman 
named Arch-bold, who once was a resi- 
dent of the United States.

The authorities at Genoa have 
cartridges from the reservists and havo 
placed the barracks under guard. 



TROOPS FOR THE WAR. 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 19— (2:05 a. m.) 
—Tlie Emperor will leave for the Cau- 
casus on December 3rd to bid farewell 
to the Sicilian cavalry. While the re- 
servists of tlie provinces of which St. 
Petersburg is included wore called to 
the colors some time ago, the actual 
mobilization of the Russian capital has 
been postponed as long as possible. It is 
reported on good authority that the 
meeting of the Zeinstvos* scheduled for 
today has been postponed. 

ANGLO-PORTUGUESE TREATY. 

London, Nov. IS.— The Anglo-Portu- 
guese treaty, the signing of which was 
announced by King Edward at the state 
banquet lit Windsor Castle on Novem- 
ber Kith, wns issued tonight. It con- 
tains only three articles. The first arti- 
cle provides that differences of a legal 
nature or referring to existing treaties 
which cannot be settled permanently 
shall be submitted to arbitration at Tlie 
Hague, provided it "does not affect the 
vital interests, independence or honor 
of the two countries, nnd does not con- 
cern the interests of third parties." The 
second article provides the mode of pro- 
cedure prior to appealing to court, and 
tic third article provides that the agree- 
ment shall he concluded for a term of 
live years.

Several Ranches Have Been 
Destroyed Toqelher With 
Much Winter Hay. 



Winnipeg, Nov. IS.— A destructive 
prairie lire is burning in the Wood 
Mountain and Willow Bunch districts. 
The lire started somewhere in .Montana, 
passing within sixty rods of the North- 
west Mounted Police barracks at Wood 
•Mountain, sweeping oil through the 
'WMlow Bunch district, and is still 
burning. 

It iias covered an area of about sixty 
miles east and west and about fifty 
miles north and south. Everything in its 
path has been consumed. It is very 
fortunate that not many buildings were 
in the path of the flames. At Wood 
.Mountain a small amount of damage 
was done, but: outside of damage to the 
range at Willow Bunch, several barns 
were destroyed, nnd ail the hay that bad 
been gathered for the winter in stacks 
was consumed by the tlames within the 
area that was covered by the fire. 

Tlie ranchers will round up the cat- 
tle in a few days to see what is lost, no 
doubt some stock must hnve perished. 
Tlie amount of the damage at Willow 
Bunch will probably reach several thou- 
sand dollars. Both of the Paul brothers 
lost their stables and hay stacks, and 
Desaults and Beauchamp lost their hay 
stacks. The loss of the range will be 
heavily felt by all the ranchers. Further 
details may place the damage much 
higher. 

Destructive prairie fires are raging 
northeast of I .ei li bridge. The follow- 
ing losses have been reported this morn- 
ing: James Ashcroft's house nnd 
ranch buildings: Lendbeater's ham and 
hay stacks, and Samuel Young's ranch 
and buildings. The lire is now in tic 
vicinity of Tabor. 

A. W. Thompson, a Toronto picture 
Agent, was found drowned at Fort Wil- 
liam today. 



Vancouver, B. C, Nov. IS. — W. W. 
Brown, of New York, has been operating 
all summer in Lillooet. He has bond- 
ed a cyanide proposition. The ore runs 
about $15 a ton. It has been tapped 
down the side of tlie mountain and the 
oro exposed. A tunnel is now being 
driven in to cross the vein, and if ore 
is struck tlie mineral will he proved to 
a depth of live hundred feet. Work had 
to be stopped on account of the ap- 
proach of winter, but at the time the 
tunnel work was abandoned there was 
every evidence of the proximity of the 
veiu. 

Mr. Brown is ahso carrying on exten- 
sive hydrauliciug on the Lillooet river, 
lie acquired property for three miles on 
one side of the river, but lias been much 
handicapped by boulders. What gravel, 
was secured ran from 17 cents to $1.80. 
It was like, however, a lot of eggs pack- 
ed in oats, for to gel the oats the eggs I 
would have to be removed. On tlie other 
side of the river, however, matters are' 
much belter, but it i.s a low proposition.! 
In a ten-hour shift, however, no bould- 
er met with but what could not bo ro-| 
moved by two or three men. Three 
hundred yards of this gravel lias been 
tested and runs from 11 cents to $2.00 
a square yard. The plan adopted in thel 
lower hydraulic is briefly as follows : A' 
deep pii is dug and the gravel taken to 
the dump by suction. The gravid is 
washed down the side by a monitor, and 
a lU-inch pipe is let down with the up- 
per portion, containing an elbow leading 
to the dump. Another pipe with a '■'>■ 
inch nozzle is let down beside the big 
one. nnd the nozzle inserted into the hi- 
)l>ch pipe. At the lower end of the KS- 
ilich pipe is a movable shoulder, so that 
tiie pipe can be adjusted to drop over 
any part of the pit. When the water is 
turned on through the small pipe, the 
3-inch nozzle semis a rush of water 
tluough the lG-inch sucker upwards with 
a tremendous force, and a vacuum is i 
created which sucks up not only alii 
the gravel beneath it, but all rocks less 
than 10 inches in diameter, and every- 
thing which comes through the 10-inch 
pipe hs deposited on the dump. Mr. 
Itrown said bo was obliged to come 
away before winter closed him in. but 
his workmen asked that the) might re- 
main through the winter and make what 
they could with pick and shovel, and he 
had learned since leaving that they were 
making $5.00 per day per man. 

On being asked What he thought of 
Lillooet as a mining country, Mr. Brown I 
said he thought the section, particularly' 
in some localities, was a good one. lie 
had spent: $65,000 investigating proposi- 
tions and if he proved the cyanide propo- 
sition he could get unlimited capital to 
operate it. There was one objection he 
had to the country; there was a dispo- 
sition among owners of prospects to j 
\\ ish to sell their prospects "unsiglit, un-l 
.seen," as the boys say. They wish to 
get rich .before a purchaser can tell 
what he is getting sometimes. It is like, 
a man going into a stable to buy a 
horse and the proprietor saying: "Yes, 
I'll sell you that horse for $200." but 
when the would-be purchaser says: "Just 
lei me jog him along the road a bit to 
see how he travels," the proprietor an- 
swers: "Oh no, you can't try him. There 
he is, you can see him in the stall but 
yon must not take him out." Mr. Brown 
will continue active operations on his 
properties in the spring.

TWO YOUNG MEN ON CAIN AD A. 

Two young Englishmen, Messrs. E. 
S. Montague and Byron Herbert, came 
over to Canada lately to learn tho actual 
condition of public opinion with respect 
to commercial and industrial relations 
with Great Britain. They have now 
written a book, to which Dord Kosebery 
has prepared an introduction, lie says 
Of the new fiscal policy that it must 
lie regarded "less as a possible bond than 
as a probable solvent." Wo lniye not 
seen the book, but from the comments 
in tho press would imagine that the 
young men in (]uestion havo como to the 
conclusion that they know more about 
public opinion in Canada than Canadians 
do. That is the usual result of a hur- 
ried visit of Old Country persons anxious 
to write a book. We are told they 
'•round that Canada is not a homogen- 
eous nationality, nor anything like it, 
but a group of widely separated terri- 
tories, with very few common interests 
and capable of being easily brought into 
ineconcilablo contlict on* with another." 

We are nleo told that in our discussion 
of a preferential tariff with Groat Bri- 
tain wo dismiss all sentiment and look 
at the matter wholly from the stand- 
point of self-interest only.

TIIIOODOUK RiOOSEV'ELT. 

Perhaps tho most picturesque figure 
at tho head of affairs among- rulers to- 
day is Theodoro Roosevelt. If not the 
most [picturesque, he is at least one of 
the most interesting. His nickname of 
Teddy the •'Strenuous" is well applied. 
His election as President is, up to the 
present, the culmination of one of the 
most remarkable careers of modern 
times. lie has only been about twenty- 
three years in public life, but has occu- 
pied many olliccs anil lias been much in 
tho public eye. He is still a young man. 
He was a boxer at college, a cowboy on 
tho plains, a hunter in the mountains, 
an explorer, a lover of nature in the 
West; in the East a politician, a superior 
sort of detective in New York, Under 
.Secretary of the Navy, a rough rider in 
the war with Spain, the leader of a 
uoted charge up San Juan Hill, Governor 
of his State, Vice-President and finally 
President. 

This is, in brief, as told by a con- 
temporary, his career up to date— which 
may well be described as "strenuous." 
li> addition to bis other accomplishments 
IPresident Roosevelt is an author of some 
repute, and bis collected volumes are 
not a few. 

Above all, Roosevelt is a Westerner 
by both instinct and training; As a boy- 
he was sickly and was sent to the 
Maine woods to get health. As the re- 
sult of an adventure there in which lie 
got soundly thrashed, he made a vow- 
to grow big and strong. His will power 
carried him through. Back to college 
ho came and engaged in physical train- 
ing. Then ho went out West and fol- 
lowed rough riding, and shooting 
throughout Montana, Wyoming and Da- 
kota. With henltb and strength acquir- 
ed on the plains and in the mountains, 
lie returned to the Last to engage in 
politics, and we know the rest. Tho 
basis of Mr. Roosevelt's career, there- 
fore, has been physical culture— the foun- 
dation upon which his great success 
as a statesman and litterateur was laid 
and without which it would not have 
been possible. 

Daring his office as President lie baa 
hail several large matters to deal with, 
and in all he has exhibited courage, au- 
dacity and honesty. These include bis 
auti-trust legislation, intervention in the 
anthracite coal strikes of 1002, and the 
Panama canal deal. 11c has never dis- 
appointed his friends in not showing 
large qualities or lacking in opportune 
action at any stage of the game reuuir- 
ins; a strong hand. 



THE ONTARIO ELECTIONS. 

Rumor is busy in Ontario in the im- 
pending elections. Mr. Ross, the 
Premier, has not now a majority in the 
Legislature, Seven seats are vacant and 
one is still in the courts. Whether Mr. 
diosj will risk contesting the bye-elec- 
tions or go to the country with a reorgan- 
ized Government is being discussed. The 
opinion most generally expressed is that 
he will declaro for a general election 
and go to the country, backed by the 
general sentiment in favor of Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier. It is true that tho Lib- 
eral Government in Ontario is very 
much discredited on account of corrupt 
election methods; but the result of the 
Dominion elections in Ontario goes to 
show that, while Laurier and Ross work- 
ed hand in hand throughout tho contest, 
Sir Wilfrid made gains instead of losses 
in that Province. Even Liberals admit- 
ted a few months ago that Ross' 
chunces in another election appeared 
hopeless; now tho situation has an en-' 
tirely different aspect. Sir Wilfrid and 
the Dominion Government will turn all 
their forces into the fight, with the pro- 
bability of success for Ross, even if by 
a small majority. 

A PARALLEL. 

Politically tho situation in Canada and 
the United States presents several fea- 
tures which are similar. Both the Lib- 
orals and the Republicans have been re- 
turned by sweeping majorities. Good 
times in both countries have been large- 
ly responsible for the result. In both 
countries there are picturesque leaders- 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Theodore Roose- 
velt. They are men very dissimilar in 
their qualities and characteristics, it is 
true, but nevertheless popular heroes 
in a political sense. There was a fac- 
tor in the Canadian elections, which, of 
course, was not present in the United 
States. We refer to the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Railway, but that only tended to 
emphasize the result. The greatest 
i danger to the dominating parties here 
and there is the size of the- majorities. 
The Liberal-Conservatives in Canada, 
and the Democrats in the United States, 
are considering seriously the policy and 
methods which they should pursue dur- 
ing the next four years. It is not un- 
likely that in both countries there will

In an editorial on " High Finance in 
Salmon." the Portland Oregouian has 
something lo say about overcapitaliza- 
tion, which is of especial interest. For 
n few years fish canning was highly 
profitable on Puget Sound, and as u con- 
sequence there were several large com- 
panies promoted with eastern capital, 
the consipicuous feature Of which was 
the amount of "water" the stuck carried. 
The Oregouian gives two instances of 
this and the results which follow. One 
is of the Pacific American Fisheries Co., 
Bellingha.ni, Wash., which was capital- 
ized at $5,000,000. it represented an 
investment of $1,000,000 and was sold 
by the receiver for .$310,000. The Ore- 
piniiin points out that the basic value of 
any property is what it will bring in the 
open market, and that, therefore, of the 
$5,000,000 capital stock of the concern 
'approximately $4,700,000 w<ns water,

The other case was that of all allied 
concern- tho Pacific Packing & Naviga- 
tion Company- capitalized for $25,000,- 
000 and with a stock issuance of $13,- 
000.000 there were no bidders al tho 
upset price of $&t)u,U0O.

New York, Nov. IS— There was an excit- 
lug flurry during the first 'lioui- of to- 
day's stock market and principally due to 
the continuance of the wild movement in 
Sugar nhd A. C. 1'., with which Inst night s 
market closed. But the Dudge was taken 
off the movement by the successive set- 
backs to Sugar efforts to set up, by the re- 
lapse In A. C. P. nnd T. v. v.t I. to n 
point under last night, and to the ylo'dlng 
up to the extent of a point. Their ex- 
haustion had a strong sympathetic effect on 
the general market. There were no other 
movements of sufficient Importance in an 
upward direction to offset this Influence. 
There was also a resumption of violent ad- 
vance In some of the obscured quarter of 
the list, which has grown to have n dls- 
tirctly unfavorable effect on the general 
market. Secretary Shaw's call upon Na- 
tional Banks for a return of government 
deposits set a definite period for operation, 
and thus relieved the uncertainty regarding 
It, which has been weighing upon the 
money market to nn extent. With a re- 
qulrement for ten per cent, of deposits held 
deferred to January 15, and calling for but 
S10,000,000 and the remainder of the $25,- 
000,000 or 25 per cent, of holding left to as 
late as March 15, the operation causes flt- 
ti^ apprehension; the January reflux of 
funds from the Interior is expected to have 
set In to meet the first Instalment, and the 
Hernial ease of the spring money market Is 
looked to to provide for the Instalment. 
The pressure to take profits was persistent 
In the market and carried prices hack- 
wards repeatedly. There also was a sen- 
eta' showing of losses at the last. The 
market closed weak on active selling move- 
ment. Bonds were active and Irregular; 
total sales at par value, $10,380,000.
